CHICAGO, June 7 (UP) — A 
meatpackers’ spokesman charged 
today that scarce cattle are being 
diverted into the black market. 

At Washington, however, price 
control officials predicted the 
“beef strike” would end quickly 
when farmers realized that ‘the 
price rollback was here to stay. 

Office of Price Stabilization of- 
ficials ordered every available en- 
forcement agent into the stock- 
yards to track down- any black 
marketeers who might be buying 
the few head of cattle trickling 
into the pens. At Indianapolis, 
City Health Director Gerald 
Kempf ordered an investigation 
of reports thaf® horse meat was 
being sold as hamburger. 

‘Only 14,000 head of cattle ar- 
rived today for sale at the 12 
principal livestock markets, com- 
pared with 28,600 the same day a 
week ago. 

Cattle prices were mostly steady 
in Chicago today— at figures the 
big packers contend keeps them 
out of the market. High choice 
and prime steers and yearlings 
brought $37 to $38. The ceiling is 
$37 on prime yielding 62 per cent 
meat. 

Michael Howlett, Chicago re- 
gional director of the office of 
price stabilization, said the bulk 
of the cattle offered yesterday 
sold for $32.50 to $36.50 in Chi- 
cago compared with the $34.20 
ceiling for choice cattle. 

A spokesman for the American 
Meat Institute said that “whoever 
is buying cattle is either in the 
black market or out to lose 
money.”

He said the annual wage im- 
provement adjustment gives ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 union mem- | 
bers a wage increase of nearly “ 2 
$80,000,000 a year on the basis selection of mix-match denim casuals 
of a 40-hour week. 

He aserted “there cay be no 
basis for reflecting such wage 
adjustments -in higher prices to 
the American consumers,” con- 
tending it was “in recognition of 
increased productivity made pos- 
sible by improved technology.” 

In announcing plans for a tem- 
porary shutdown, G.M. said work- 
ers at Chevrolet, Pontiac, Olds- 
mobile, Buick and Cadillac manu- 
facturing and assembling plants 
in the Michigan area would be 
affected.

WASHINGTON, June 7—Esti- 
mated cost of the huge Garrison 
Dam, being erected in the Mis- 
souri river in North Dakota by 
the Army Corps of Engineers, was 
more than double in the last six 


years, it was disclosed today. 
The increase, to a current esti- 
mate, of $265,000,000, reflects 
largely the effect of inflation on 
construction costs. To a minor 
degree, it is due to some changes 
in construction plans. Work on 
the dam began in 1946 and is 
scheduled for completion in 1956. 
A House subcommittee on ap- 
propriations made public today 
testimony of Col. W. E. Potter, 
Assistant Chiet of Engineers, on 
a request for $37,083,700 for work 
on Garrison dam in the fiscal year 


Col. Potter told of the steady 
rise in the cost estimate, as fol- 
lows: 

1945 —$130,000,000 (‘some 
sources had given a figure of 
$123,400,000 then). 

1946—$158,000,000. 

1947—$177,000,000. 
1948—$188,900,000. 
1949—-$202,000,000. 

Now—$268,000,000. 

Col. Potter said there had been 
“constant” increases in the cost of 
labor and materials. He said the 
Engineers’ proposed schedule for 
expenditures after the coming fis- 
cal year was as follows: 1952-53, 
$42,800,000; 1953-54, $38,000,000; 
1954-55, $31,500,000, and 1955-56, 
$7,367,300. Thus expenditures and 
commitments on the project so far 
have been more than $111,000,000. 
Col. Potter said the work would 
be 42 per cent completed by June 
30 and, under the requested fund, 
56 per cent done a year later. 

Answering a Congressman’s 
question, he expressed conviction 
that the project should be pushed,

The former figure includes 
plants at two dams in Arkansas 
with reservoirs extending into 
Missouri — Bull Shoals, 80,000 
kilowatts, and Norfork, 70,000. 

Army-installed power plants, 
Pick added, are being used largely 
“to alleviate critical shortages in 
defense areas, which include the 
Hanford installation of the Atomic 
Energy Commission in Washing- 
ton, the atomic energy plant at 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., and the Arnold 
air development center at Tulla- 
homa, Tenn., as well as for an 
important food-producing and 
processing area in the central 
United States.”

It was my pleasure the other eve- 
ning to hear Chairman Cooley, of the 
House Agricultural Committee, parry 
the questions of the various panel 
members on the C.B.S. program “Capi- 
tol Cloakroom.” 

During the discussion of food price 
controls, Representative Cooley made 

' the statement that neither he nor any 

~ Members of his committee had received 
communications from any representa- 
tive of consumer groups complaining 
about the high cost of food. It is my 
desire to prevent him from making 
that statement again. 

I have written him asking to be‘ 
placed on record as a representative 
of the greatest consumer group of all— 
the vast majority of the American peo- 
ple who do not belong to or believe in 
pressure groups. As a one-man “Peo- 
ple’s Lobby” I reported to him that 
food prices are so high that my family 
and I are considering complete sup- 
pression of our desire to eat. 

To substantiate my complaint, I 
quoted a few prices on items bought 
during the past week as compared with 
prices in January of this year:

These are random selections, and I 
am sure that a thorough check would 
prove a similar trend. 

However, my letter to Mr. Cooley 
was not written strictly as a protest 
against high food prices. My principal 
protest is against the pressure groups 
which appear to exert great influence 
over the legislation of the Congress. 
These groups include labor, farmers 
and others who promote the self- 
interest of their own particular group 
without considering the welfare of the 
people as a whole.

Blot of Appeasement 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

Gen. Marshall in St. Louis 

If Secretary Marshall took a modest satisfac- 
tion in his report at the Washington University 
commencement on the development of our na- 
tional defense, he was entitled to it and much 
more. For the achievement since the outbreak 
of the Korean war, and particularly in the six 
months since the Chinese ‘Communists entered 
the conflict,.the American people should take 
nothing less than genuine pride. | 

Until the aggression in Korea, the loudest 
voices in the country as well as on both sides 
of Congress were against adequate defense 
forces. They were against selective service, 
against universal military training, against need- 
ed controls and against necessary outlays. They 
were against other inevitable measures. 

For five months of the Korean war Washing- 
ton and the nation felt their way. Then after 
Gen. MacArthur declared a new and militarily 
unmanageable situation had arisen in Korea 
with open Chinese intervention, the President 
declared a national emergency. Charles E. Wil- 
son was made defense mobilizer. The Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marines went to work, 
under Secretary Marshall, in a way that has 
produced literally amazing results. 

Only a few days ago the~ Associated Press 
reported that the armed forces goal of 3,500,000 
was but a month away. That the fighting men 
were better armed and better equipped, size 
of forces considered, than in World War II. 
That the nation is almost tooled .up to mass- 
produce a complete array of new weapons— 
bigger bombers, new tanks, guided missiles, 
improved radar. That industry is well adyanced 
in plant expansion capable of supplying ‘an army 
at least three times as large in case of all-out war. 

Secretary Marshall had ample cause also to 
cite with satisfaction the record of the United 
States in holding back the spread of Commu- 
nism. Our early stand in Greece and Turkey, 
the development and application of economic 
aid through the European recovery program, the 
calling of the Communist bluff in Germany with 
the Berlin airlift, and climactieally the firm de- 
cision not to appease Communist aggression in 
Korea—these are entries on the pages of history 
‘which will stand when the cries of partisan 
hecklers are silent and forgotten. 

He did not do so, but the Defense Secretary 
might well have engaged in some speculation as 
to what the state of the world might now be 
had the decision been to allow the Communist 


invaders to gobble up the U.N.-sponsored Korean © 


state. He could have asked how far the Com- 
munist timetable of aggression might now be 
advanced in Asia, in the Middle East, in 
Europe. Surely this 1s a question which Amer- 
ican citizens must ask themselves every time 
they hear the remark that “we never should 
have gone into Korea.” 

All will join in the Defense Secretary's tribute 
to Gen. Ridgway and the heroic resolution with 
which the American Eighth Army and the U.N. 
forces associated with it have held off the suc- 
cessive efforts of the Communists to break 
through. All will share, too, in his expression 
of sympathy to the families of the fallen. Men 
could not fight for a better cause. 

Secretary Marshall came to St. Louis direct 
from commencements at the national academies 
at West Point and Annapolis. His presence 
here was a tribute to Chancellor Compton of 
Washington University and the latter’s notable 
contribution in World War II.

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Training Is Protection 


After watching green American troops go 
into action in Korea, Correspondent David Mc- 
Connell reports that our forces need more 
combat training before actual combat. Perhaps 
this could have been said of any army in his- 
tory. But it does have a special bearing on 
Congress’ present vague plans for universal 
military training. 

In outlining a UMT program for some future 
date, and limiting actual camp to six months, 
Congress showed perhaps more concern for the 
health, general welfare and morals of the 
trainees than for their actual training. This 
attitude does no favor to any future trainees. 
For combat training is intended, among other 
things, to teach soldiers how to avoid unneces- 
sary risk and to protect themselves in battle. 

UMT, if and when established, ought to cre- 
ate an effective reserve force. That means a 
stringently trained resepwe. Any other kind 
would be a waste of money and effort and 
time. It might also lead to a waste of young lives. 
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-Unrealistic Campaign Laws 

While Jon Jonkel, Senator Butler’s campaign 
manager, has been fined for violating Maryland 
election Jaws, Senator Butler sits in the Senate. 
The case illustrates a special weakness in cor- 
rupt practices laws. 

Most such laws require reports of campaign 
funds and also limit expenses. A candidate for 
the Senate is supposed to spend no more than 
$25,000: This is a thoroughly unrealistic figure 
and is easily circumvented by voluntary and in- 


* formal campaign committees, which collect and 


spend campaign funds for a candidate without 
his admitted or actual knowledge. 

That expensive tabloid contaming a fake 
photograph of Senator Tydings and Earl Brow- 
der was published by a “Young Democrats for 
Butler.” This piece of smear work was printed 
at low cost by the Washington Times-Herald. 
Thus the interests working to smear Tydings 
were wide and varied, but Senator Butler could 
disclaim much knowledge of them. Only Jonkel 
pleaded guilty to an illegality. ; 

As a realistic way of closing gaps in the Fed- 
eral Corrupt Practices Act, the House Cam- 
paign Expenditures Committee proposed two 
things: First, it would increase or eliminate 
limits on campaign expenditures. Then it would

. taxes. 
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require full reporting of all campaign funds, 
including those raised by voluntary groups. 
Under such a law, a Senate candidate could 
spend sums more in keeping with modern cam- 
paign requirements, and also be honest about it. 
He could hardly claim he did not know what 
was being done in his behalf. Moreover, the 
public would know, and could judge him ac- 


cordingly. 
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Where the Legislators Stand 

The Missouri House has lashed back at the 
arrogant truck lobby by perfecting a bill to 
raise truck taxes $8,000,000 a year. The vote 
of 72 to 49 was a plain reaction to brazen tactics 
of the organized road busters, most recently 
displayed in an attempt to trim funds of a 
special lobby investigation. 

Representative Richard Webster, Carthage 
Republican, tried to hold up the funds. Repre- 
sentative Oliver Nolen, Monroe county Demo- 
crat, tried to cut the funds to a slim $500, and 
Representative Noel Cox, Christian county 
Republican, proposed a $2000 limit. Amid the 
confusion Representative Joseph Tanner of 
Kansas City, once a Binaggio spokesman, moved 
adjournment. 

This obstructionism went too far, however, 
for the next day the House voted $5000 to 
investigate lobbying. And members also ad- 
vanced the bill increasing truck license fees and 
placing a mill-mile tax on big trucks. 

Here is the plainest test of the Legislature’s 
intention. For the effort to raise Missouri’s low 
truck taxes ‘is what all the obstructionism is 
about, and all the lobbying itself. And the bill 


~ 


stilk needs six more votes to assure final passage. . 


The truckers’ lobby ought to be investigated 
out of the Capitol, but this extracurricular 
pressure group can only be defeated by higher 
Passage of the truck fee bill will prove 
that the Representatives represent Missouri and 
not the road busters. 


One Good Yank on the Bell-Rope 


While it is now 109 years too late to do any- 
thing about it, we would like to record our dis- 
approval of the way the bell-rope system of 
signaling got established on the railroads. 

As we learn about it after all this time, from 
the Erie Railroad Magazine, a conductor named 
Henry (“Pappy”) Ayres invented the system. 
It was away back in the days when the con- 
ductor could not communicate with the engineer 
if the train was moving. _Mr. Ayres rigged a 
rope from his car to the engine and attached a 
stick, which would jiggle when the rope was 
pulled. He told the engineer that when the 
stick jiggled it meant to stop the train. 

The engineer apparently was one who would 
have agreed with Bertrand Russell that “We 
are suffering not from the decay of theological 
beliefs but from the loss of solitude.” He re- 
garded the conductor’s dancing stick as an in- 
vasion of his privacy, and also of his preroga¢ 
tives, so he cut the rope and threw the stick 
away. Mr. Ayres, however, who seems not to 
have been named “Pappy” for nothing, threat- 
ened to beat the engineer up if he did not 
observe the signal, and the bell-rope has been a 
standard feature of the railroad train ever since. 

As a child, we remember, we yearned to give 
that bell rope a yank, or maybe two or three or 
a good stout half-dozen yanks, and were 
restrained only by the thought that it would be 
extra-legal. While it is now 30-odd years too 
late to do anything about it, if we had known 
about the extra-legal means by which. the bell- 
rope was established in the first place maybe 
we would have gone on and yanked it. 
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An Independent Spokesman 
Whether they realize it or not, all citizens of 
Missouri owe a debt of gratitude to Dr. J. A. 
Gray, Representative from Atchison county, who 
has died of a heart attack at Jefferson City. 


Dr. Gray’s party affiliation was with the 
Republicans but he, as few other members of 
the Legislature, represented the independent 
voters. There were times*without number when 
he had no more use for G.O.P. shenanigans than 
he had for Democratic tricks. 

When Dr. Gray went to the House some 18 
years ago, he found that among other lacks in 
Missouri was the absence of a secret ballot. At 
first he could raise but little interest in the 
cause, yet he knew that each voter was entitled 
to privacy as to his choices at the polls. Dr. 
Gray made a crusade of the secret ballot back 
in 1937. The eventual change in the ballot law 
was a victory for him. ; 

The old-style family physician from Watson 
believed the 1945 Missouri Constitution meant 
what it said about filing “the recorded votes of 
all members of committees.” He saw that the 
House and Senate both were ignoring the pro- 
vision by reporting the number for and against 
a bill but omitting the names. The adoption of 
the rule of publicity for House committee mem- 
bers was another victory for Dr. Gray. 


A list of this fearless legislator’s good works 
would be a long one. He put the spotlight on 
one of the first maneuvers to wreck the non- 
partisan conservation system. When others hid 
behind the screen of committee secrecy, Dr. 
Gray wrote a letter to the Post-Dispatch and 
told where he stood. When his party put a 
batch of patronage “clerks” on the state gravy 
train he denounced the waste in language so 
sharp that the payrollers squirmed. He fought

Grady to reassure him that, their public 
statements notwithstanding, they intended 
to be fair and reasonable in dealing with 
the Anglo-Iranian company. 


An Eccentric Nationalism 


The Shah himself has told other for- 
eign diplomats that he regarded his 
Premier as a lunatic. Although unwilling 
to replace him at this time, the Shah 
is now reported to believe that Mossadegh 
will see the light or “burn himself out.” 

It is fully realized in Washington that 
Mossadegh’s eccentric nationalism is one 
of the chief obstacles to solution. None- 
theless, his replacement at this time would 
be viewed with mixed feelings. 

United States officials believe that only 
a settlement made by an extreme nation- 
alist of the Premier’s brand would con- 
vince the Iranians that the deal was in 
the interest of the Iranian people. A 
more reasonable Premier attempting to 
settle the oil dispute would be exposed 
to the charge of acting on behalf of British 
or American imperialism. 

Washington officials are also encour- 
aged by the changing attitude of the 
British. London, after its initial peeve at 
George McGhee, Assistant Secretary of 
State for the Middle East—since last fall 
he has urged the Anglo-Iranian company 
first to offer better terms and then to 
accept the principle of nationalization—is 
taking a calmer view of American diplo- 
macy in Iran.

As one who. does a bit of out- 
door cooking himself, I can tes- 
tify: that nothing cooked on a 
stove has quite the flavor of 
something cooked outside. Pro- 
vided, of course, that the one 
‘who's doing the cooking knows 
what he’s about. Too often it’s 
heigh-ho to the barbecue pit 
While father louses up some more 
good steaks, giving himself, at 
the same time, a beautiful collec- 
of third-degree burrs. The meat 
that doesn’t fall in the charcoal 
and burn to a crisp all too often 
falls on the ground where the 
dog snatches it and wolfs it down 
—but that’s the other side of the 
picture. 

We’re assuming here today 
that the cook knows what he’s 
doing, and that he’s preparing a 
barbecued leg of lamb. This is 
a rather ambitious «project, but 
you can handle it if you do it 
this way: 
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SKIN A FIVE-POUND leg of 
lamb and salt and pepper it light- 
ly. Insert six small garlic cloves 
evenly here and there. Cut a 
pound of sow belly in thin slices 
and roll them around the leg and 
tie them securely with fine wire. 

Put the leg in a deep pan and 
mix a marinade of one cup of 
olive oil, a cup and a half of Bur- 
gundy, a fourth teaspoon of basil, 
a fourth teaspoon of oregano, six 
sprigs of parsley, a half chopped 
onion, a tablespoon of barbecue

spices and a half clove of garlic 
chopped fine. 

Pour this over the lamb and 
let it stand for three hours, turn- 
ing it now and then. Your char- 
coal fire is ready, which means 
that the coals have burned down 
but they’re good and hot. Brown 
the leg of lamb quickly as pos- 
sible. When it’s brown, take it 
off the brisk fire and start cook- 
ing it on a slow fire. While it’s 
cooking baste it frequently with 
the marinade sauce. Keep this up 
for a couple of hours, and people 
will say you’re a man who knows 
how to cook out of doors. 

=x * 
. HERE’S A RECIPE for barbe- 
cued beef, Mexican style, which- 
will complete your reputation. 
First make your marinade, as 
follows; 

Chop three sour oranges very 


fine, peel and all. Add two cloves 
of garlic, two bay leaves, a twig 
of rosemary, a twig thyme, a cup 
of salad oil, twelve crushed pep- 
percorns and salt to taste. Mix it 
well. 

Now bone and trim six pounds 
of good sirloin (you can get a 
second mortgage on the house) 
and - place it in a shallow pan. 
Cover it with the sauce and let 
it soak for an hour. Barbecue 
it on a fast fire, basting it fre- 
quently with the sauce.

PEOPLE WHO TAKE their 
outdoor cooking seriously (don’t 
we all?) want to go all the way. 
Everything in the spirit of the 
occasion. So here is a recipe for 


barbecued onion slices which will: 


give barbecued steaks just that 
touch. This recipe is for two 
large ‘onions. Use as many as 


you think you'll need and in- 
ener all ingredients in propor-

Slice the two onions in slices 
a half inch thick. Mix together 


Soak the onion slices for a 
while, then barbecue them on a 
slow fire. You'll be pleasantly 
surprised. 
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THE VEGETABLE which 
lends itself best to the barbecue 
pit is corn on the cob. It's al- 
ways good, but barbecued it’s 
even better. Get yourself eight 
ears of very fresh corn. Leave 
the husks on, of course. Cut off 
a little of the stem and a little 
of the top. 

Put them on the grill over a 
medium charcoal fire and keep 


_ them turning frequently. After 
from 15 to 20 minutes, depending 


on their size, rip off the husks, 
serve them with salt and pepper 
and plenty of melted butter, and 
that’s she:

AN EXCELLENT hors d’oeuvre 
for that barbecue supper is pickled 
mushrooms. Like this: Mix to- 
gether 12 whole peppercorns, a 
half cup of salad oil, a cup of 
wine vinegar, a cup of water, two 
chopped cloves of garlic, a table- 
spoon of chili powder, a fourth 
teaspoon of basil, a bay leaf and 
salt to taste. 

Pour this mixture over two 
pounds of washed mushrqoms. 
Boil them on a slow fire for 30 
minutes then let them cool in the 
broth. Drain’ them before serving.

A VERY IMPORTANT item is 
the bread. Obviously you don’t 
want ‘to serve just any old bread 
with barbecued dishes. So you 
prepare toasted French bread 
with barbecue butter. This-away: 

Put a pound of soft butter in a 
mixing bowl and add thereto a 
couple of chopped cloves of gar- 
lic, a tablespoon of Worcester- 
shire sauce, a tablespoon of finely 
chopped chives, a tablespoon of 
finely chopped parsley and a 
tablespoon of celery salt. Mix it 
well. Mold it into a loaf and put 
it in the ice box. When you’re 
ready to take the barbecue leg of 
lamb off the grill, spread the pre- 
pared butter on French bread, and 
toast the bread on the grill.

The argu- 
ments that I felt valid for many 
years—that women needed pro- 
tection in industry—seem to me 
no longer very important. 
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I STILL FEEL more would be 
gained if women in every state de- 
voted themselves to the remov- 
ing of state laws that discriminate 
against them. But, certainly, an 
equal rights amendment will do 
neither harm nor good, and if it 
gives anyone a sense of satisfac- 
tion to have it passed I am de- 
lighted that they should feel that 
satisfaction. 

One resolution, however, which 
was asked the president to estab- 
lish “an independent agency to 
replace the women’s bureau in 
the Department of Labor,” seems 
to me a little unnecessary. If 
this aim is achieved the bureau 
now existing will “aid all the 
women of the United States to 
secure equality of rights under 
the law,” just as it always has 
done in the past. 

The National Women’s Party 
also asks that the United Nations 
covenant on human rights include 
“an explicit recognition of equal- 
ity of rights for men and wom- 
en in all fields.” I do not think 
there is any difference made be- 
tween men and women in any of 
the rights included in the human 
rights covenant.

Playing Canasta to Win ||

HEN you need 120 and can. 


make it with only a few 

cards, there is seemingly a 
convincing argument in favor of 
putting down the count at once; 
so that partner can take the pack 
without having to worry about 
meeting any minimum require- 
ment. Thus, some players would 
put down 120 at once with this 
hand. 

The argument in favor of mak- 
ing the meld is that your chance 
of being thrown an ace is prac- 
tically zero, and, if you meld the 
pair of aces with two jokers, your 
partner can take the pack if an 
opponent throws anything that 
hits a pair in his hand. 


But how about your own hand? 
You have a tremendous advantage 
in being able to make the count 
at once. Your opponents’ strategy 
will almost surely be to discard 
low cards indiscriminately, so the 
chances are that your right-hand 
opponent will throw a five or a 
seven within a few rounds. 


2? 

IF YOU PUT DOWN the meld, 
you will force the opponents to 
.discard very carefully. If you 
keep it concealed, you will prob- 
ably get the pack yourself. You 
can afford to take even a com- 
paratively small pack and show 
a profit, because you can make 
the meld so economically. Even 
a small pack gives you two con- 
siderable advantages; you make 


the count without depleting your 
hand, and you keep the pack 
small, thus preventing, or at least 
delaying, the opponents from tak- 
ing a big one. 

Without those two low pairs, it 
still might be a good idea to wait 
a round or two; with such an as- 
sortment of cards your next 
couple of draws should pair you 
up. 


Question: I understand that the 
new canasta rules permit the in- 
spection of a completed canasta, 
but when I asked to inspect one 
the opponents refused to let me. 
What is the law on this, please? 

Answer: It may be freely in- 
spected at any time from the mo- 
ment it is completed until the 
next player has discarded. There- 
after, it may be inspected only if 
a player wishes to add a wild 
card; the privilege is granted to 
make sure that not more then 
three wild cards will be put into 
any canasta.

half a dozen books, an album 
of classical records, and a hand- 
somely framed reproduction of a 
good modern painting. 

As she came up to the desk, 
Librarian Clarence “Skip” Gra- 
ham rubbed his hands together 
and beamed at her like a super- 
market manager beaming at a 
good customer. The analogy was 
carried even further by the fact 
that the woman wasn’t carrying 
the stuff in her arms. She was 
rolling it in a super-market bas- 
ket, one of many little touches 
which Librarian Graham has in- 
troduced to the library business 
in Louisville. And if Graham 
were at all disappointed, which he 
showed no signs of being, it would 
have been because the woman 
didn’t also have a couple of reels 
of movie film, something else 
which the library not only offers, 
but urges upon, its patrons. ° 

Not only does the Louisville 
Library offer paintings, records 
and movie films, but it operates 
an FM radio station, the first 
ever owned and operated by a 
public library; and a wire net- 
work which extends to all -16 
branches of the library, the Uni- 
versity of Louisville and most of 
the grade schools and high 
schools. 

Furthermore, it operates a 
neighborhood college for anyone 
in Louisville who wants a college 
education, and finally it offers 
television programs in the main 
library and all its branches. In 
time it is quite likely that the 
Louisville Library will have a 
television station of its own to 
completely carry out the library’s 
idea of becoming the university 
of the people and the heart of all 
cultural activity in the city. 

The revolution which has taken 
place in the last few years in the 
Louisville Library is the work of 
Librarian Graham, who looks 
about as much like a librarian as 
Sid Caesar whom he slightly re- 
sembles. And acts about as much 
like one.

I put the popular stuff, and the 
children’s books near the door 
and moved the heavy stuff to the 
back. Researchers will find it 
if they want it.” 

Graham wants people to come 
to the library because he is con- 
vinced that the library should be 
the social, cultural and commu- 
nication center of a city. “It’s 
always been the communication 
center,” he points out, “but only 
through the printed word. All 
I’m doing is taking advantage of 
the new mediums of communica- 
tion which have come into being, 
the radio, movies, records and 
TV, which should come within 
the library’s province as means 
of disseminating knowledge and 
culture.” : 

To get people to come to the 
library, particularly people who 
have never been there before, 
Graham has tried to create an 
atmosphere in which they will 
feel perfectly at ease. Not long 
ago one of his older librarians, a 
spinster, came whisking into his 
office, and she was in a veritable 
tizzy. 
“Mr. Graham,” she whispered, 
“there’s a woman sitting in the 
reading room nursing her baby!” 

“So what?” said Mr. Graham. 

“But right in the public li- 
brary!” said the woman. :

place else to go,” said Graham. 
“For that matter, what better 
place is there? It might not be 
a bad idca to invite mothers to 
bring their babies with them, if 
tke babies are keeping them from 
using the library.” 


Graham’s first innovation was 
the radio station. “I asked the 
mayor if I could have a radio 
station,” he relates, “and the 
mayor said no. But he turned a 
fund of $50,000 over to the li- 
brary, funds left over from re- 
tiring some bonds on a municipal 
bridge, and I built the radio sta- 
tion. I remodeled the basement, 
which had contained one of those 
museums which nobody ever goes 
into, and put it there.” 


From 8:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until three o’clock in the 
afternoon the radio station is 
beamed toward the schools. It 
features educational and cultural 
broadcasts such as science chats, 
biographical sketches, good music 
and good books. The programs are 
selected and outlined by the board 
of education, which pays the sala- 
ries of three of the stations em- 
ployes. A committee of teachers 
plans each week’s programs in 
advance.

é6 HE teachers all have copies 
T of the schedule,” Graham 
explained, “and they can 

tune in whenever something is on 
the air which supplements somre- 
thing they are teaching at the time. 
For instance, a teacher may be 
telling about the Civil war. One 
of our programs may be a dra- 
matic documentary program of the 
battle between the Meramec and 
Monitor. After leading up to it, 


she tunes in the radio, and the 
students get something from the 
dramatic programe they could 
never get from the book.” 
After three o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon the program is beamed 


«at the home, and consists entirely 


of classical music. 

The wire network Is a plug-in 
system connected with all the 
schools and _ branch iibraries 
whereby music and dramatic pro- 
grams are “piped” in. The wire 
network can send as many as 26 
different programs to as many 
different schools at one time. “We 
have a library of 2500 transcrip- 
tions” Graham pointed out, “and 
they are transmitted on individ- 
ual requests from the teacher. We 
have programs to supplement any 
subject they may be teaching. We 
record 25 new programs a week, 
in addition to which we have all 
the long playing records of classi- 
cal music. Sometimes in the after- 
noon when we're sending out a 
lot of different programs to 
schools, and the radio broadcast 
going on at the same time, the 
place is like a madhouse.” 

When TV came along, Graham 
installed receivers at all the 
branch libraries, and two are in 
the main library. “At first we 
had as many as 18 people a night 
here,” he said. “Now that more 
people have their own sets the 
crowds aren’t so large. We have 
two channels here. At first it was 
something of a problem deciding 
which channel to tune in on. Then 
we hit on the idea of putting it 
to a vote. If there are 30 people 
here and 16 of them want wres- 
tling, then wrestling it is.” 

Graham got his idea for super- 
market baskets quite by accident.

“That's 
how popular it is,” Graham said. 
“They can keep a picture 60 
days, bring it back and, if they 
want to, take out another. We’re 
going to have to get more pic- 
tures.”

N ONE of the long tables in 
() ine center of the reading 

room is a record cabinet and 
record player, to which is at- 
tached a pair of earphones. Music 
lovers who want to. borrow rec- 
ords can sit and listen to as many 
as they want to, and make their 
own selections. 

Downstairs, near the radio sta- 
tion,’ is the movie department. 
Here hundreds of reels of 16 mm. 
fil® are on file, Long printed 
lists of titles are available, from 
which to make selections. The 
movies are available to individ- 
uals, schools, clubs or anyone who 
has a projector and wants to see 
a movie. By pre-arrangement, any 
group that doesn’t have a pro- 
jector can meet at any .of the 
branch libraries, and someone 
will operate the library’s sound 
projector for them. : 

Books, however, are not neg- 
lected at the Louisville Library. 
On the contrary, the number of 
books taken out has increased ma- 
terially since the other depart- 
ments were installed. “Two years 
ago,” Graham pointed out, “we 
loaned out 1,200,000 books. Last 
year we loaned out 1,760,000. 
People take books out in addition 
—not instead of.” 

Graham got into the library 
business somewhat by accident. 
“I got fired from the job I had,” 
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he explains, “which was in the 
department of statistics for a to- 
bacco company. I had flunked 
five courses of mathematics in 
college, so naturally they put me 
in the department of statistics. 
When I got let out, I politicked 
myself into a job as librarian at 
one of the schools here. I had 
been an assistant librarian in col- 
lege, which meant I was qualified. 
But seriously, I found that I liked 
it. So I went.to a library school 
and made myself legitimate.” 

In the last few years Graham 
has made a national reputation 
for himself and Louisville, and 
he was recently elected president 
s the American Library Associa- 

on,

proach? “Yes,” he says, “I think 
a lot of them look down their 
noses at what I’m doing, but I 
don’t give a damn.

It must’ make people want to 
learn, and the old ways are too 
slow for this day and age.”

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Don't Drown Vegetables 
By Edith M. Barber 


66 RE raw vegetables really 
A any better for you than 
cooked vegetables? My 
husband likes his vegetables hot 
except in salads, but some of my 
friends tell me that cooking takes 
away all the food value. My hus- 
band says they just live on grass. 
Just what is the answer?” 
Well, first of all, we need plen- 
ty of vegetables and every day, 
Most of us would find it hard to 
take as many as we need if they 
were all served in raw form. 
Proper cooking is important. The 
general rule is the use of a 
small amount of water, cooking in 
a covered utensil and just until 
the tables are tender. With 
certain vegetables such as string 
beans, for instance, I like to re- 
move the cover after the vegeta- 
bles have begun to soften and let 
the liquid cook down so that it 
can all be served with the beans. 
Butter or cream can be added at 
this time, if you like. The amount 
of water you need will depend 
upon the weight of your utensil 
and upon how well the cover fits. 
Experience will show you just 
how much is practical with the 
utensils that you use. It is a good 
idea to use the same one again 
and again.
